It is based upon a non-entered amendment. As noted above, applicant's argument that the specification teaches an embodiment having a 
thin surface layer of cured polymer (6) and a thick layer of felt (7) is found convincing. [Note, for the record, applicant's other arguments in 
the amendment filed 03/25/10 are not necessarily persuasive.] 

As such, it is agreed that the specification provides sufficient support for the proposed amendment. However, said amendment is not 
entered since it would require further consideration and/or search after the Final Rejection. Specifically, the relationship of the thickness of 
the curable polymer to the thickness of the felt layer has not been previously examined on the merits. 
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
